Two die in horror 
crash at Bonvilston 



POLICE are appealing for witnesses after 
two men were killed when their van left 
the road and crashed into a house at 
Bonvilston yesterday (Wednesday).

NEWS FROM THE COWBRIDGE U3A 

Tracing the rich heritage 
of Glamorgan’s coastline 


MEMBERS of Cowbridge U3A were 
treated to a wonderful talk about the rich 
diversity and outstanding beauty of the 
Glamorgan Heritage coast at their May 
meeting. 

Paul Dunne, senior warden of the Heritage coast, 
gave very interesting and informative presentation 
on the subject. He started by informing members 
that 2010 is the ‘Year of Biodiversity’. 

Glamorgan was one of the first three Heritage 
sites set up by the National Trust in the mid 1970s. 
It is composed mainly of liassic limestone, which 
was formed 180,000,000 years ago. The stone is 
very rich in fossils and anyone walking on the beach 
is very soon aware of this. 

A unique feature of this area is the very wide tidal 
range which is the first or second highest in the 
world. Coastal erosion is a major problem and the 
numerous visitors who sit close to the base of the 
cliffs face a very high risk of death or serious injury. 

Bird life is prolific and ranges from the tiny 
Dartford Warbler to Peregrine Falcons, Fulmars, and 
Choughs. 

Many rare plant species are to be found along the 
coast some of which are unique to the area. 

Paul praised the work done by the owner of Slade 
farm to improve biodiversity in his area of responsi¬ 
bility, which has had a direct beneficial effect on 
both plant and animal life. 

He also praised the cooperation he receives from 


other landowners which makes public access to the 
coast possible. 

Illustration of the thoughtless leaving of rubbish 
by some visitors and the deposits left on the beach 
by the sea were examples of some of the difficulties 
faced by the Heritage Coast wardens. 

The presentation was followed by the usual live¬ 
ly question and answer session. The vote of thanks 
proposed by Glenda Bell was enthusiastically sup¬ 
ported by all present. 


Getting it right on 
the (British) label 


President Val

A drunken mother, 
who neglected her 
two children to such 
an extent that on 
one occasion they 
had to walk her 
home and put her 
into bed after she 
had downed five 
glasses of white 
wine, was sentenced 
to a two-year com¬ 
munity order, at 
Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

After the incident one 
of the children said he 
“could not put up with it 
any more” said prosecu¬ 
tor David Thomas. 

The 47-year-old 
woman, who cannot be 
identified for legal rea¬ 
sons, had admitted before 
Vale magistrates two 
charges of child neglect 
and had been committed 
to the Crown Court for 
sentence. 

The community order 
also involves a supervi¬ 
sion order, and she was 
ordered to pay £250 


LOCAL residents 
are being asked for 
their views on 
housing and rural 
life in the Vale.

7. Current affordable 
housing provision in the 
Vale of Glamorgan’s 
rural communities. 

8. Number of people 
in rural communities in 
technical housing need. 

9. Local housing 
requirements - what 
local people need and 
want. 

“This study will 
largely provide numeri¬ 
cal information to 
inform the council’s 
housing and planning 
strategies, but we would 
also like to get a wider 
sense of why people 
might move to or leave 
communities, what will 
make them sustainable 


costs.

Come the latter part 
of the year, the ladies of 
the hive (the workers) 
will bump them off as 
they will not be needed 
at all. 

Any drone that does 
mate with a queen will 
also die, as when the 
mating is completed, the 
queen bee will pull her¬ 
self free and in so doing, 
will divest the drone of 
his reproductive organs, 
leaving him to drop to 
the ground and die (they 
mate on the wing). The

As the Assembly 
Member for the Vale of 
Glamorgan, I have 
been very involved in 
supporting the resi¬ 
dents and relatives 
affected by the pro¬ 
posed closure of the 
Bryneithin Care Home 
in Dinas Powys. 

In March, the Vale 
Council announced 
that the closure of 
Bryneithin would not 
proceed as planned. I 
wrote to the Minister 
for Social Services, 
Gwenda Thomas AM, 
to ask for her advice 
about the proposed clo¬ 
sure. She replied to me 
last week saying: “My 
understanding is that 
the authority’s decision 
to close Bryneithin 
stands but will not pro¬ 
ceed while it continues 
to meet the needs of 
current permanent resi¬ 
dents who choose to 
remain there.” 

While I welcome 
the decision not to 
close Bryneithin for 
the residents remaining 
there in a care environ¬ 
ment they are familiar 
with and benefit from, 

I have raised my con¬ 
cerns, as have the rela¬ 
tives, about the Vale 
Council’s decision not 
to offer temporary con¬ 
tracts and respite for 
the many people with 
dementia who need 
these services. 

It does not make

address the 
pressures on 
our public services, 
we must put men¬ 
tal health at the 
forefront by stand¬ 
ing up for people 
with mental health 
needs and their 
carers, who do not 
always have a 
strong voice. 

This week is Mind 
week, and when I visit¬ 
ed the Rainbow Centre 
in Llantwit Major on 
Friday I signed up to 
their campaign theme 
for 2010 'Taking care 
of business' urging 
employers and employ¬ 
ees to make their 
workplaces more men¬ 
tally healthy. 

Each year, one in six 
workers experiences 
depression, anxiety and 
stress as a direct result 
of problems at work 
which can lead to life¬ 
long ill-health unless 
they are addressed. 

The Travellers in 
Mind cafe and gallery 
at Barry Town station 
has been raising aware¬ 
ness all week with 
commuters on the 
importance of looking 
after your mental 
health. 

The Rainbow Centre 
also has a relaxation 
session tomorrow. May 
^21, at 3pm. For further 


information on the 
campaign, contact 
01446 730792. 

This links closely to 
the work of Hafal, who 
support patients and 
families recovering 
from serious mental ill¬ 
ness with a recovery 
programme and sup¬ 
port for carers offered 
in the Vale at the Amy 
Evans Centre. I visited 
their Road to Recovery 
VW microbus during 
the Hafal visit to 
King’s Square in Barry 
last week. Many peo¬ 
ple were stopping by to 
enjoy the Caribbean 
theme of the exhibition 
but also to discuss their 
needs and concerns. 

One in four people 
experience mental ill 
health, so there are 
very few people who 
are not affected. Like 
Mind, Hafal also cam¬ 
paigns to raise our 
understanding of men¬ 
tal health and to make 
sure government lis¬ 
tens to those who need 
good services. The 
Hafal campaign 
includes a call to pro¬ 
tect mental health serv¬ 
ices and to ensure that 
in future all mental 
health services are 
developed and deliv¬ 
ered in response to 
individuals’ care plans. 

We have new Welsh 
laws coming forward 
to address mental 
health needs, and 


organisations like 
Hafal and Mind, as 
well as all those who 
work in the NHS and 
local authorities in 
mental health services, 
know how important it 
is that we protect and 
develop these services. 

Services for people 
who have dementia 
also need strong cam¬ 
paigns to ensure that 
needs are addressed 
and services improved. 

The Health and 
Social Services 
Minister wrote to 
Assembly Members 
last week and gave a 
statement to the 
Assembly about the 
next steps for a demen¬ 
tia plan for Wales. 

She has been liaising 
with the Dementia 
Task and Finish Group 
to discuss priority 
areas. These included: 

1. Improved services 
provision through bet¬ 
ter joint working 
across health, social 
services, social care, 
third sector and other 
agencies.

Local author discusses 
‘controversial’ best-seller 


WHEN local author 
Belinda Bauer 
heard that the Old 
Hall, Cowbridge 
reading group had 
chosen her debut 
novel, Blacklands 
for their April read, 
she was more than 
willing to join their 
discussion of her 
controversial book, 
at the meeting.

late and amusing and she 
provided a fascinating 
and informative glimpse 
into the demanding life 
of an author. 

Blacklands is already 
a best seller and has had 
many excellent reviews. 
It was also featured on 
Channel 4’s TV book 
club. 

On behalf of the Old 
Hall Reading Group, the 
leader of the group, 
Jackie Harris, thanked 
Belinda for joining the 
discussion and wished 
her success with her next 
novel Darklands which 
will be published in 
2011.

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A fresh financial start

Whilst getting a divorce ends the contract of marriage it does 
not sort out the financial aspects of your reEtionship. 
Agreeing a financial settlement is one step but unless you 
enter into a formal agreement (known as a Consent Order) 
and get a Clean Break Order your ex could make a claim 
for a share of your assets, property, income or pensions in the 
future.

Conservation plans are 
unveiled for Cowbridge 


COWBRIDGE resi¬ 
dents are being 
urged to examine 
the latest conserva¬ 
tion area plans for 
the town. 

The report, entitled 
the Cowbridge and 
Llanblethian 
Conservation Area 


Appraisal and 
Management Plan, has 
been released in draft 
form by the Vale 
Council, after consulta¬ 
tions with local groups. 

Other areas in the 
Vale have already been 
assessed in a series of 
reports and in Llantwit 
Major, for instance, there 


have been objections. 

Three representatives 
of local groups: Dick 
Buswell of the local his¬ 
tory society; Luke Millar 
of Cowbridge Charter 
Trust; and Chris Pearce 
of the residents group 
told The GEM that the 
plans will create separate 
conservation areas for 
Cowbridge and 
Llanblethian, and change 
existing boundaries. 

They also feel that the 
new rules will make it 
harder for residents to 
make minor alterations 
when in a conservation 
area, because an ‘Article 
4 direction order’ will 
mean that planning per¬ 
mission will be needed 
in certain cases in the 
future, whereas at the 
moment it would not be 
necessary. 

The draft plan is 
available for inspection 
in Cowbridge Library, 
Cowbridge Town Hall, 
and on the Vale Council 
website. 

A public consultation 
exercise is planned and, 
as part of this process, 
an exhibition will be 
held in Cowbridge Town 
Hall on May 25, at 1pm- 
7pm, and on May 26, at 
lpm-6.30pm.

HE chances

Actors from Kevin 
Costner to Errol Flynn, 
and Jason Connery to 
John Barrowman have all 
worn the green felt and 
carried the bow and 
arrow to varying levels 
of success. 

However, anyone who 
felt Costner’s portrayal, 
replete with American 
accent, was the last word 
on the character will be 
enthralled by Ridley 
Scott and Russell 
Crowe’s take on the char¬ 
acter in the surprisingly 
titled Robin Hood, as the 
pair team up on screen 
for the fifth time. 

Crowe plays the titular 
character, or Robin 
Longstride as he is 
known, an archer tasked 
with returning the crown 
of the slain Richard The 
Lionheart and the sword 
of Robert Loxley. Posing 
as Loxley, he discovers a 
ploy by the devious Sir 
Godfrey (Mark Strong) 
that will see French 
forces invading England, 
w hi le also meeting the 
strong-willed Lady 
Marian Loxley (Cate 
Blanchett), abetted by his 
very own band of ‘Merry 
men’ (Kevin Durand, 

Scott Grimes and Alan 
Doyle)... 

Much like the relation¬ 
ships between Johnny 
Depp and Tim Burton, 
and Martin Scorcese and 
Leonardo DiCaprio (for¬ 
merly Robert De Niro), 

Ridley Scott and Russell 
Crowe have forged an 
alliance that has seen 
them hit great heights 
{Gladiator) and also lows 
(A Good Year), but it has 
been a relationship that 
has primarily afforded 
cinemagoers plenty of 
moments of entertain¬ 
ment. 

Robin Hood marks 
their fifth team-up, and is 
a hugely entertaining, 
and somewhat revision¬ 
ist, take on an age-old 
character. 

If the trailers made it 
appear that the pair’s take offer direction hke this, 
on Robin Hood was sim- giving the action 


like a real character. 

Crowe has enough 
nous and gravitas to 
bring the role to life, and 
his take on the character 
is less flash and far more 
serious than other ver¬ 
sions. W hi le his accent 
seems to have taken on a 
huge importance in the 
eyes of Mark Lawson, it 
isn’t that huge a deal; 
certainly it adds to the

Scripted by Brian 
Helgeland, whose ability 
to mine the grit and 
grime from a story is 
well-known, constructs a 
tale that is less myth and 
more realism, a prologue 
of sorts to Hood becom¬ 
ing an outlaw, and it’s a 
clever idea that is well 
executed. Helgeland puts 
in far more subtext than 
you would expect, but 
that doesn’t feel too 
forced or out of place. 

In fact, Helgeland 
eschews action set-pieces 
for meaty scenes of dia¬ 
logue, with only three 
action sequences of note. 
W hi le in the land of 
action blockbusters this 
would be a hindrance, 
instead the script allows 
you to delve into the 
characters and storylines, 
making a far more sub¬ 
stantial offering than a 
mere swords, bows and 
arrows film. 

Discussions about 
high taxations and the 
folly of costly, unsuc¬ 
cessful wars in other 
countries may be more 
21st century than 12th 
century, but the parallels 
are there, giving the film 
a feel of pertinence and 
context. While not using 
these themes as a broad 
context, it does add a lit¬ 
tle extra meat to proceed¬ 
ings. 

With Ridley Scott in 
the director’s chair, the 
film looks absolutely 
gorgeous as you would 
expect, the film shot with 
great care and attention 
to detail. 

With the sweeping 
shots and tinted visuals, 
it is reminiscent both of 
his work on Gladiator as 
well as Kingdom of 
Heaven, but Scott brings 
more than just old ideas 
to the table. 

He has shown little 
desire in slowing down 
his workload, and why 
should he when he can

sequences a grandiose 
visual identity while 
imbuing the quieter 
moments with an eye for 
shot composition; it may 
not be the director’s 
finest hour but he shows 
more skill and deftness 
of touch here than 
Michael Bay has shown 
in an entire career. 

While, at 46, Russell 
Crowe is probably the 
oldest person to step into 
Hood’s tights, the actor 
does a predictably good 
turn, riffing on the noble 
hero intent on vanquish¬ 
ing evil but bringing 
enough substance to the 
role to make him feel 


Irish, but Crowe should 
be applauded for not 
going down the Kevin 
Costner route. 

Around him is a cast 
of great pedigree that all 
do an excellent job. Cate 
Blanchett makes the 
character of Marian far 
more appealing, taking 
away the helpless damsel 
in distress routine, and 
making the character far 
more independent and 
stronger. As always, 
Blanchett is very good, 
locating the inner 
strength of a character 
struggling to keep her 
head above water as the 
pressures from outside 
threaten her way of life, 
and she shares a strong 
chemistry with Crowe. 

Mark Strong is corner¬ 
ing the Hollywood bad 
guy market at the 
moment, and having 
been devilishly evil in 
Sherlock Holmes and 
Kick-Ass, adds another 
wonderful villain to his 
repertoire with Sir 
Godfrey. 

While suffering from a 
lack of explanation (a 
plight that also affects 
several other characters). 
Strong still manages to 
make the character repre¬ 
hensible, playing off the 
English and the French 
while relishing the 
opportunity to take the 
money of landowners - 
yet again. Strong shows 
the bad guys of film how 
it is done. 

While Oscar Isaac 
does snivelling and gut¬ 
less with aplomb as 
Prince John, William 
Hurt and Eileen Atkins 
bring weight to their per¬ 
formances, and while 
Kevin Durand, Scott 
Grimes and Alan Doyle, 
as the ‘merry men’, and 
Matthew Macfadyen as 
the sheriff of 
Nottingham, offer up 
enjoyable turns, they 
aren’t used enough, nor 
given enough in their 
characters, to really fac¬ 
tor. 

That is one of the 
weaknesses of the film, 
that Robin, Marian and 
Sir Walter Loxley (a nice 
cameo from Max Von 
Sydow) aside, the charac¬ 
ters aren’t given enough 
motivation; the reasons 
for Sir Godfrey’s actions 
are never explained, the 
sheriff is completely 
sidelined (though that

The grant funding 
supports a range of proj¬ 
ects that vary from large 
scale modernisation of 
public library buildings 
to supporting volunteer- 
run museums. 

Cowbridge Library is 
to receive £299,886 for 
refurbishment and mod¬ 
ernisation. 

Bridgend Library 
Service receives a grant 
of £22,000 to continue 
work in developing 
learners’ skills and a 
grant of £18,031 to sup¬ 
port the innovative 
Books4U project that 
enables the public to 
borrow books from 
libraries across south 
east Wales. 

The Vale of 


Glamorgan Library 
Service receives a grant 
for £65,000 to lead on 
co-ordinating the work 
of a regional library 
development officer to 
promote partnership 
working between 
libraries in South East 
Wales to promote 
improved public access 
to the libraries in the 
partnership. It will also 
receive a grant of 
£28,236 for a project to 
develop the delivery of 
their services. 

Alun Ffred Jones

How to make your 
text look professional 


DO you sometimes 
wish that you could 
make the docu¬ 
ments you print a 
little more exciting? 
Perhaps a bit easier 
to read? There are 
those who would 
like to do it, but 
can’t spare the time 
to do all the format¬ 
ting to achieve the 
desired result. Help 
is on the screen. 

Previously, I 

explained how a spread¬ 
sheet is a tool that could 
save an enormous 
amount of work, espe¬ 
cially if you have to use 
lots of numbers. See our 
website notes on 
penarthcomputerclub.co. 
uk. 

The great labour-sav¬ 
ing device mentioned in 
the bit about formatting 
cells within a spread¬ 
sheet also applies to text 
in documents and 
Autoshapes (more about 
Autoshapes later). It is a 
button called the Format 
Painter. 

When writing a docu¬ 
ment you can make 
some of the text bold, 
italic, underlined, 
coloured, larger, smaller, 
a different typeface or 
any combination of the 
above. This is done by a 
series of clicks to high¬ 
light the text, then, for 


example, click on 
Formats>font, then 
select the font, font style 
and size and click OK. 

This enables you to 
give variety to the 
appearance of your writ¬ 
ing or to stress the 
importance of some of 
the words. 

In the same way you 
can alter the spacing 
between the lines or 
whether the writing is 
aligned to the left, to the 
right or centred. 

Let’s say that you 
have done a lot of typing 
and then decide that you 
would like to re-style 
several bits of it to match 
a section that you spent 
some time adjusting to 
get it just as you wanted 
it. The last thing you 
fancy doing is repeating 
all the work you did to 
set up the special 
appearance. You don’t 
have to work so hard. 

Simply click on any 
piece of the aheady-for- 
matted text; click on the 
Format Painter button on 
the standard toolbar (it 
shows a paintbrush) and 
then highlight the text 
you want to paint. That 
text instantly takes on all 
the attributes of the orig¬ 
inal selection. The 
Format Painter is auto¬ 
matically cancelled. 

If, however, you want 
to repeat the process 
many times, then dou¬ 


ble-click on the Format 
Painter button and it will 
continue to paint new 
text until you click on it 
again to cease painting. 

The Autoshapes I 
mentioned are available 
from the Drawing 
Toolbar. To open the 
Drawing Toolbar right- 
click on a blank part of 
any toolbar and select 
Drawing, from the list 
that drops down. The 
Drawing Toolbar will 
appear at the bottom of 
the window. 

Autoshapes provide a 
selection of lines, con¬ 
nectors, stars, banners, 
flow-chart shapes and 
more. They are wonder¬ 
fully customisable and 
can be formatted exten¬ 
sively. They can be used 
in a simple way or com¬ 
bined to make complex 
drawings and the Format 
Painter can also be used 
to great effect. I suggest 
that you explore the pos¬ 
sibilities even if it is just 
for fun.
